Applicants' arguments were found to be persuasive with reference to Shani et al. The 
method for the production and purification of a soluble heterologous protein comprising steps 
(a) through (f) is unobvious over prior art of record and patentable. The generic name for 
Cellulose Avicel™ (available from FMC Pharmaceutical, Philadelphia, Pa.) is well known in 
the art to be 'microcrystalline cellulose'. See paragraph 51 of US Patent 7176221 B2, for 
example.
